Burrows stood thinking aud looking 
down, when suddenly lie noticed some­ 
thing on the floor which attracted His 
attention.

Both sim ulta­

nately looking out and at the bullet 
hole in the 
plastering. 
“ T hat shot

Seed D issem ination. 
Iii a recent number of the bulletin of 
the Torrey Botanical club Professor By­ 
ron D. Halsted points out that the pods 
of the well known Chinese w isteria are 
most effective catapults, expelling their 
seeds w ith a pistollike explosion and 
scattering them far and wide. 
Every 
one knows that our common w itch ha­ 
zel (Ham am elis virginica) acts sim i­ 
larly. 
Each cell of the woody capsule 
contains one large, bony aud shining 
seed, wedged into a cell too narrow to 
contain it. 
The seed is finally ejected 
w ith great force aud considerable noise. 
If one carries home a fruiting branch of 
witch hazel aud forgets about it, he is 
alarm ed some night by a violent bom­ 
bardment. Even more surprising is the 
propulsive action of the sandbox (H ura 
crepitans) of the West Indies. 
On one 
occasion an English traveler, carrying 
some of this fruit home in a steamer, 
had 
it explode in his trunk, 
and 
w ith difficulty proved that he was not 
a dynam iter. 
The squirting cucumber ejects its 
seeds in a fountainlike jet of m ucilagi­ 
nous water. 
One of the commonest de­ 
vices resorted to for dispersion of seeds 
is the use of hooks, grapnels or adhesive 
hairs. 
In some eases, as in collomia, 
the hairs are not released until the seed 
reaches the proper moist locality, when 
they project and anchor it down. A tu ft 
of hair is frequently seen on a fruit, as 
in thistle or dandelion, or on a seed, as 
in milkweed. It is rarely found sim ul­ 
taneously on both fru it 
and 
seed. 
Among trees we commonly observe 
winged seeds or fruit, as in maples, 
elms, ashes and the like. 
Y et the nut 
trees resort to other plans, and berries, 
pomes and sudi like juicy fruits attract 
birds and anim als, which help to dis­ 
seminate their contents. 
Color, then, 
in many cases serves to lure the visit­ 
ors. 
And some seeds, always escaping 
the process of digestion, are voided in 
the best possible condition to germinate. 
—Cosmopolitan.
